NOBEL CHEMISTRY 
PRIZE IS AWARDED 
Ib Of. LANGMUIR 


Honor Goes to Member of 
General Electric Research 
Staff Who Is Authority on 
Vacuum Tubes. 


By the Associated Press. 


STOCKHOLM, Nov. 11.—Dr, Ir- 
ving Langmuir, associate director 
of the General Electric laboratories 
at Schenectady, N. Y., has been 
awarded the Nobel prize for ehem- 
istry for “pioneer work in surface 
chemistry,” the Swedish Academy 
of Science announced today. 

It explained he had won the 
special recognition for his contri- 
butions toward the advancement of 
radio science. His research in laws 
governing electron emission from 
glowing metal threads which led to 
construction of a new type of 
vacuum tube, was regarded by the 
academy as the most important 
step in development of radio 
technique in the past decade and of 
great economic benefit. 

He was born in Brooklyn, N. I., 
in 1881, and educated at Columbia 
University and in Germany. He 
first became associated with the 
General Electric staff in Schenec- 
tady in 1909. 

Dr. Langmuir has been a student 
of chemistry since he was seven 
years old. 

Under the tutelage of his broth- 
er, A. C. Langmuir, he began to 
study chemistry almost before he 
learned to read. When he was 11 
years old, he had his own labora- 
tory, and by the time he was ready 
to enter high school he knew more 
chemistry than the school course 
offered. 

From that time on he was in 
close touch with the laboratory, 
first in the public schools, then in 
France, later in Brooklyn at Pratt 
Institute, then at Columbia and 
Goettingen, Germany, and finally as 
an instructor at Stevens Institute 
of Technology. 

His theory of the arrangement of 
electrons in atoms and molecules 
in 1919 led him to devote most of 
his time to development of radio 
tubes, and after 1922, that was his 
principal field. 

Dr. Langmuir holds the William 
H. Nichols gold medal of the 
American Chemical Society, an 
honorary degree of doctor of 
science from Princeton University, 
the Popular Science Monthly $10,- 
000 award and medal, and other 


honors.

Woodrow Wilson had realized that 
in 1912, and except for the World 
War we might have had a wholly 
different situation today. 

“The problem he saw so clearly 
is our legacy today, and no one can 
deny that it is a matter of grave 
coneern.”. . 

“The Right to Make a Living.” 

Halton then asked: “What is the 
keystone of your policy?” 

“It is that everyone has the right 
to make a living,” Gov. Roosevelt 
replied. It is that the United 
States owes to everyone an avenue 
to possess himself of a portion of 
that plenty with which this land 
abounds. It is that this Govern- 
ment has a social contract to ful- 
fill; and the terms of that contract 
are as old as the Republic and as 
new as the new economic order.” 

“Mr. Roosevelt,” Halton asked, 
“do you really expect to put the 
promises of your platform into ef- 
fect?’’ 

“Our promises weren’t made 
merely to win an election,” was the 
reply. “As a matter of fact, I am 
going into office without any of 
those baffling commitments which 
are like a millstone around the 
necks of so many successful candi- 
dates. I am going in determined 
to carry out our platform pledges. 

“The time has come for a reap- 
praisal of values. The unfeeling 
Statistics of the last 30 years show 
that the independent business man 
has been running a losing race 
against the great corporations. 
Plainly enough, we were steering 
toward economic oligarcy, if we 
were not already there. 

“Day of Financial Titan Over.” 

“Our big job is to realize that 
the day of the great promoter, or 
the financial Titan, to whom we 
granted anything if only he would 
build and develop, is over. 

“Our task now is not discovery 
or exploitation of resources: it is 
the soberer, less dramatic business 
of administering resources already 
in hand, of seeking to re-establish 
foreign markets for our surplus 
production, of meeting the prob- 
lem of under-consumption, of dis- 
tributing wealth and products more 
equitably and accepting existing 
economic organizations to the serv- 
ice of the people.“ 


LONDON CROWDS BEAT JOBLESS 
WHO DISTURB SILENT PERIOD 


Police Stand at Attention During 
Armistice Day Pause, Then 
Rescue Dissenters. 

LONDON, Nov. 11.—Minor un- 
employment demonstrations today 
marred Britain’s traditionally Sol- 
emn observance of Armistice day. 

Disorders occurred in various 


parts of London when individuals 


failed to observe the two-minute 
period of silence. Shocked by this 
disrespect to the war dead, indig- 
nant crowds set upon the dis- 
senters and thrashed them severely. 

The police were faced with a 
difficult problem, but in every case 
they chose to stand silent and at 
attention until two minutes were 
over before they waded in and res- 
eued the dissenters from the 
hands of the crowd. 

Outside the general postoffice in 
St. Martins-le-Grand, one. man 
broke the silence by shouting: 
“What about the means test?” 

His shrill voice carried through 
the streets, which otherwise were 
‘silent as the tomb. fPostoffice 


workers surrounded the man and 
subdued him,

Two men were killed and a third 
injured seriously in East St. Louis 
and St. Louis last night by drivers 
who left the scene. From descrip- 
tions furnished by witnesses police 
are investigating the possibility 
that the same automobile was in- 
volved in the three accidents. 

Robert Huston, unemployed la- 
borer, died at Christian Welfare 
Hospital, in East St. Louis, at 9:30 
o' clock of injuries suffered four 
hours earlier, when he was run 
down at Ninth street and Baugh 
avenue. The driver stopped, 
glanced at the prostrate form of 
Huston, and asked W. E. Ethridge, 
attendant at an oil filling station; 
at the corner, to call an ambulance. 

Harold Dueker, 5208 North Park 
drive, passing in his automobile, 
stopped and spoke to the driver, 
whom he described as being about 
35 years old, wearing a blue over- 
coat, derby hat and rimless eye- 
glasses. The man told Dueker that 
an ambulance had been called. He 
appeared extremely nervous as he 
returned to his car and drove 
away, Dueker said. 

License Number Noted, 

The witnesses described the car 
as a closed machine, painted dark 
red and having wire wheels. A 
license number reported ti ‘police 
was issued to a resident of Payson, | 
in Adams County, IIIlinois. Inves- 
tigation today revealed that the 
machine for which the license was 
issued had not been out of the ga- 
rage yesterday afternoon. 

Less than 10 minutes after Hus- 
ton was injured, William Sherr, 72 
years old, 514 North Seventh street, 
was struck at Sixth street and 
Summit avenue by an automobile, 
the driver of which failed to stop. 
Witnesses reported that one head- 
light and fender of the machine 
were twisted. Dueker and Ethridge 
told police that the machine which 
left the scene of the previous ac- 
cident had a twisted light and fen- 
der on the left side. From the de- 
scription of witnesses, police be- 
lieve that the same machine struck 
both men. 

Sherr suffered a fractured leg 
and a skull injury. He is uncon- 
scious at St. Mary’s Hospital. The 
point where he was injured is 
about 10 blocks north of where 
Huston was struck. The machine 
in the first accident was south- 
bound in Ninth street. Police point 
out that the driver may have 
turned and gone north in Sixth 
street in his flight. 

Huston, 42 years old, was mar- 
ried and lived at 905 Baugh ave- 
nue, several doors from the cor- 
ner where he was struck. His wife 
was reported out of the city. 

Negro Fatally Hurt Here. 

Thomas Patterson, 35-year-old 
Negro, died today at City Hospi- 
tal No. 2 of injuries suffered at 
10 o’clock last night whén struck 
by an automobile, described as a 
maroon colored closed model, The 
driver left the scene.

Keeps: Up His Work. 


Paralyzed, from the waist down 
by a robber’s bullet, Dr. William 
A. Kluegel, a physician of 3101A 
California: avenue, is carrying on 
his doctor’s practice on almost the 
same scale as formerly. 

He is treating patients for the 
ordinary ailments, has performed 
several minor operations, and made 
many diagnoses. The patients 
either sit on the corner of his bed, 
which is set up in what formerly 
was his waiting room, or stand be- 
side a wheel-chair into which he is 
lifted. 

Dr. Kluegel was shot in the 
back by one of two men when he 
attempted to escape through a 
nearby door in an attempted hold- 
up in his office on the afternoon of 
Aug. 13. The bullet, following the 
course of the ribs, grazed the spine 
and shattered the nerves which 
control the lower part of the body. 

Dr. Kluegel receives treatment 
daily for his legs and hopes to re- 
gain at least partial use of them. 
He has constructed a small trapeze, 
which hangs from a bar above his 
bed, by which he is able to move 
himself around. 

Dr. Kluegel resumed his practice 
when his patients returned and de- 
manded treatment. He even treat- 
ed several when he was still con- 
fined to the hospital.

A wide strip of Central Cuba has 
been devastated by a tropical hur- 


ricane, in which 1000 or more per- 
sons were killed. 

Camagyey Province, the richest 
sugar growing section of the na- 


suffered the heaviest dam- 


age. Milling men said they 
thought the cane crop had been 
virtually destroyed. 

Most of the victims were 
drowned in a tidal wave that 
swept the Caribbean port of Santa 
Cruz del Sur. The hurricane 
whipped a wall of water 20 feet 
high through the town and hun- 
dreds of the 4000 villagers were 
trapped in their homes. 


Not a House Standing. 
Secretary of Public Works Onet- 


ti returned today from Santa Cruz 
del Sur, and said there were more 
than 1000 dead and more than 700 


injured at that place alone. He 
said not a single house was stand- 
ing at Santa Cruz. 

1 have never seen such a trag- 
edy in all my life,” said Onetti.

Present and Future Problems, 

For the immediate present, of 
course, Gov. Roosevelt is engaged 
with the direction of the affairs 
of New York State. He has two 
months to go in that office. Speak- 
er John N. Garner, the Vice Presi- 
dent-elect, also has an immediate 
task, that o“ preparing for the al- 
ways difficult work of marshaling 
legislation during the crowded 
three months of a short session of 
an expiring Congress. But sand- 
wiched in with immediate duties 
will be conferences of leaders look- 
ing to plans for the new Congress. 

Beer and the Tax on It. 

Sure to be considered in the short 
session by the narrowly Democratic 
House and still Republican Senate 
are the annual apprc-riation bills 
and governmental economy. But, 
since the present House is Demo- 
cratic, it is virtually certain to lay 
groundwork for the program to be 
shoved through with full strength 
under Franklin D. Roosevelt. Ready 
at hand for the preliminary com- 
mittee work will be reports of spe- 
cial investigators. 

A taxation committee headed by 
Representative Vinson of Ken- 
tucky, for instance, has found that, 
if the short session of Congress 
modifies the Volstead act to permit 
the manufacture and sale of beer 
and light wines, the war-time taxes 
automatically become effective in 
the event new rates are not im- 
posed. Roosevelt has declared for 
Federally-taxed legalized beer. This 
tax on beer is $6 a barrel of 31 gal- 
lons. The lowest levy on wine not 
exceeding 14 per cent alcohol is 16 
cents a gallon.

L. H. Parker, chief of the staff 
of the Joint Internal Revenue Tax- 
ation Committee, estimated for the 
Vinson Committee that Federal 
revenue would be increased by 
$300,000,000 annually on beer and 
wine alone at the existing rate. 

Other investigating committees 
which will give the present House 
plenty to work on cover such sub- 
jects as veterans’ compensation, 
Government competition with busi- 
ness and the regulation of public 
utility holding companies.

Today. slowed by 
its overland passage, the dis- 
turbance was going through the 
Bahamas. 

So strong were the winds through 
Central Cuba that communication 
lines were wrecked in every direc- 
tion. Trains began running in 
Camaguey Province today. 

The Associated Press correspond- 
ent flew here from Havana today, 
observed banana plantations leveled 
in Camaguey Province, palms 
stripped and torn, and nine out of 
ten thatched farm huts damaged 
or destroyed. 

Airplane pilots told the corre- 
spondent conditions were similar to 
the east as far as Manzanillo in 
Oriente Province. Manzanillo was 
reported temporarily flooded by 
the storm. 

Among the damaged towns 
where no deaths. were reported 
were: Florida Cuba, Centrals, Es- 
trella, Nuevitas, Redencion; Minas, 
Altagracia and Manzanillo. 

Heavy damage also was caused 

in Camajuani, Ciego de Avila and 
Moron. Heavy losses appeared cer- 
tain at the sugar mill towns of 
Agramonte, Cespedes, Pilar, Ver- 
tientes, Senado, Lugareno, Manati, 
Siboney and Najasas. 
Throughout the entire province 
the wind which at times reached a 
velocity of 130 miles an hour, flat- 
tened the cane fields and smashed 
the flimsy palm-thatched homes of 
the plantation hands. It was cer- 
tain also that much livestock per- 
ished. Various estimates placed 
the damage at $10,000,000. 


How 300 Were Saved. 


The Redencion sugar mill was 
destroyed. Some 300 of the citizens 
took refuge in the solid commercial 
department pbuilding of the mill 
properties, and were saved. 

Florida Cuba reported 32 injured 
and Centrals asked for medical 
supplies. Two churches and 40 
houses were destroyed at Minas 
near here, but none was injured. 
Altagracia reported several de- 
stroyed houses but no injuries. 

Buildings were damaged in 
various parts of Camaguey. Most 
of the dead were taken from a 
structure on the outskirts housing 
beggars, : 

Soldiers patrolled the streets here 
today under orders of the military 
supervisor to shoot anyone caught 
looting. Homes were turned over 
to the authorities as they became 
necessary to care for the arriving 
Santa Crus injured. 

Major Santiago Trujillo, acting 
for the Secretary of the Interior at 
Havana, was reported on the way 
to make survey of needs here. The 
order for immediate appraisal of 
conditions was issucd by President 
Machado. The Interior Secretary 
was expected to come later. 

Stories of Survivors. 

Injured arriving here said the 
storm first struck Tuesday night, 
and some 500 residents began mov- 
ing out of their homes to the sur- 
rounding countryside.

Rescued 40 from Water. 

Dupuy Aguilera a carpenter, re- 
lated the following story: 

“I do not know how I escaped. 
When the wind started to blow at 
2 a. m., Wednesday, I instantly 
awoke and left the house, ordering 
my wife and five children to stay 
close by while I sought means of 
escape. I thought I could get back 
at 5:30 a. m., but great waves 
swept me inward. My children 
saw a great timber fall, and in- 
stantly kill their mother, but they 
miraculously escaped when the 
waves lifted the upper story of the. 
house into the branches of small 
trees. 

“I personally pulled 40 from the 
water and helped to bury 150.“ 

Other survivors brought stories 
of suicides when loved ones per- 
ished. The wife of Lieut. Jose 
Liano, formerly military supervisor 
at Santa Cruz, shot herself in the 
head when her small baby was 
blown from her arms, Tingo San 
Pelayo killed himself when his 
mother was drowned. Only one 
member of the San Pelayo family 
was saved, She was Geogina, and 
she owes her life to her fiance, who 
carried her out of the house. 

Alberto Alonso said he saw three 
brothers and two aunts drown.

NEUN ANNOUNCES 
CANDIDACY FOR MAYOR 


President of Board of Aldermen 
to Seek Republican 
Nomination. 


Walter J. G. Neun, president of 
the Board of Aldermen, today 
made formal announcement that 
he will be a candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for Mayor in 
the next March primary. The 
election of Mayor and 14 Alder- 
men will be held April 4, 1933. 

Neun’s announcement is the first 
definite step toward the spring 
campaign, in which, as told in yes- 
terday’s Post-Dispatch, St. Louis 
Democrats will try to repeat the 
victory won for their local ticket 
in Tuesday’s election. It is equal- 
ly sure that the Republicans will 
put up a strong fight to keep the 
municipal executive offices, which 
have been in Republican hands 
since 1909. 

The Twenty-seventh Ward Regu- 
lar Republican Club met last night 
at Garesche and Mimika avenues, 
and indorsed Neun for the Mayor- 
aity. The club is headed by Jules 
Laxton, and the ward committee- 
man, Henry Dawson, is associated 
with another group. A Twenty- 
second Ward organization gave 
Neun an indorsement several weeks 
ago. 

Neun said today that he had had 
his candidacy for the mayoralty in 
view since his election, in April, 
1931, to a third term as president 
of the Board of Aldermen. In the 
primary preceding that election, 
Neun defeated Jules Field, who was 
Mayor Miller’s secretary and was 
backed by the Mayor. 

“The result ‘Tuesday does not 
frighten me,” Neun said today. 
“Thousands of Republicans voted 
the Democratic national ticket be- 
cause of the prohibition issue and 
the depression, and let the local 
ticket go with it rather than take 
the supposed risk of scratching. 
Next spring national problems will 
not figure. I shall soon issue a plat- 
form giving my views on city prob- 
lems and policies.“ 

Neun has headed the Board of 
Aldermen since 1923, and his pres- 
ent term extends into 1935. He 
took a leading part in the legisla- 
tion for opening the Municipal 
Bridge to the railroads, and he 
has taken a leading part in the 
transportation discussion, opposing 
a new street car franchise. 

He has not announced whether 
he will resign the presidency of 
the board before the primary. 
Should he do so, nominations for 
the two-year unexpired term in the 
board presidency could be made by 
both parties in the primary. He 
could retain his office until after 
the election, resigning then if he 
were elected Mayor, and the board 
would choose one of its own mem- 
bers as presiding officer until the 
next election. 

Other possible Republican candi- 
dates for the office of Mayor are 
Mayor Miller, now near the end of 
his second term, whose present in- 
tentions are not known; Comptrol- 
ler Louis Nolte, former Congress- 
man C. A. Newton, Alderman Ed- 
ward I. Kuhs, William R. Orth- 
wein and City Counselor Julius T. 
Muench.

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DISCLOSES WOMAN 
BACK OF DIVORCE 
UF JOUETT SHOUSE 


Attorneys Suing Over Fee 
Say ‘Wealthy George- 
town Lady’ Expects to 
Wed Democrat.

HUTCHINSON, Kan., Nov. 11.— 
Judge J. G. Somers today heard 
the application of attorneys for a 
fee of $15,000 in connection with 
negotiations leading to a divorce 
for Mrs. Jouett Shouse, former 
wife of the prominent Kansas 
Democrat. 

F. Dumont Smith and his son. 
attorneys, both testified they went 
to Washington in September and 
October demanding a cash settle- 
rather than 
“unsecured promises.” : 

The elder attorney testified the 
marital troubles of the Shouses 


dated from the “infatuation of 
Jouett for a very wealthy lade 
from Georgetown,” with whom, he 
said, evidence had been obtained to 
show Shouse made numerous trips 
to Chicago, New York, Birming- 
ham and Charleston. 

This woman, Smith testified, 
told mutal friends she and Shouse 
would marry as soon as he was di- 
vorced, and retire to a farm she 
owned in Virginia. 

The woman was described in the 
lawyer’s testimony as being worth 
“a million and co-heir with a sister 
to a large New England fortune.” 

The property settlement, set 
forth in the attorneys’ testimony, 
was signed in Washington Oct. 15, 
and provided that Shouse pay $85,- 
000 in cash at once to Mrs. Shouse 
and $50,000 in five $10,000 install- 
ments annually, and pay all attor- 
ney fees. 

The agreement had been con- 
plied with, the lawyers testified, 
except in the payment of their 
fees, which Shouse’s attorneys de- 
clared was too high. 

A draft of an alienation of af- 
fections suit against the Georgec- 
town woman had been prepared 
before Shouse finally signed the 
settlement agreement, the three 
lawyers testified. 

Shouse was represented by Dud- 
ley Doolittle and Cyrus Crane of 
Kansas City and C. M. Williams 
and William Carey of Hutchinson. 
The defense attorneys contended 
that the services performed by 
the Smiths and Claude Chalfant 
were limited to getting a cash set- 
tlement, which, they said, Shouse 
had been willing at all times to 
make. However, the petition law- 
vers countered with the assertion 
that Shouse never “offered any- 
thing but promises, all unsecured.”

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ESCAPED CONIC 
5 ARRESTED HERE 
AFTER 17 YEARS 


| Jesse Clark, Known as La- 


Climbed Kentucky 
Reformatory Wall, 
Dropped Into River. 


One misdeed, buried for 17 years 
in the past of Edward Lamar, 3858 
Cottage avenue, returned yesterday 
to upset the well-ordered life he 
had lived since then and pave the 
way for his return to the Kentucky 
State Reformatory at Frankfort. 

There he is known as Jesse 
Clark, convicted of grand larceny 
in 1915. He escaped on Easter 
morning of that year, and under 
the name Lamar, came to St. Louis, 
married, worked hard at his trade 
as a bricklayer. 

A few days ago, as Lamar tells 
the story, he was walking along 
Grand boulevard and with a care- 
less gesture slapped at the handle 
of an automobile parked at the 
curb. The handle fell off, a po- 
liceman arrested him on the spot, 
and he was charged with tamper- 
ing with an automobile. His finger- 
prints, sent in the course of usual 
police routine to the National Bu- 
reau of Identification at Washing- 
ton, D. C., revealed his identity. 

When he answered on his bond 
yesterday in court, he was arrested 
as a fugitive, and today, seated in 
the office of Chief of Detectives 
Kaiser, he told his story in the 
presence of newspaper reporters, 

Wife Learns of Offense. 

A little earlier he had talked 
with his wife and she learned for 
the first time of the offense in 
Kentucky. “But why didn’t you 
tell me?” she had asked tearfully. 
“Tf I had known of it a while back 
when we got that insurance money 
we could have gone to Kentucky 
and got a little place near the re- 
formatory. You could have served 
your term and it would have been 
all over by this time.” 

Lamar could only say that he 
had tried to tell her, several times. 
but she had laughed each time at 
his halting openings, and twitted 
him about drinking too much. 

A tall, gaunt man of 46, Lamar 
held a handkerchief in his hand 
and dabbed at his eyes as he re- 


viewed his past for the reporters. 


His father had died when he was 

small and with three other young 

children in the family, hé had gone 

to work to support their mother. 

He never learned to read or write. 
Got Five-Year Sentence. 

He was nearly 30, living at home, 
and employed as a mover’s helper 
in 1915 when he thought he saw an 
opportunity to steal some clothing 
from a family whose household 
goods he was helping to transport. 
But he was caught, and sentenced 
to five years in the reformatory. 

„I had been there only a few 
months when I made my get- 
away.“ he said. I slipped over 
the wall and dropped into the 
river. For 20 miles I swam and 
floated with driftwood, and 11 
hours later, where the Kentucky 
flows into the Ohio, I got out and 
made my way home. 

„My brother wanted to call the 
Sheriff, but my mother said I

should have another chance. She 
gave me 65 or 70 cents, put me in 
a flatboat, and told me not to 
come back until I had made a man 
out of myself.” 

There were brief interludes’ in 
Detroit and Toledo, where he 
worked as a coal handler, barber 
and bricklayer. Sixteen years ago 
he came to St. Louis. In Detroit 
he had worked four days for a Ne- 
gro coal dealer, and when he was 
paid only 25 cents, obtained 32 
from the office girl by telling her 
that was to be his wage. For that 
he had been sentenced to 30 days 
in jail, but was paroled and left 
town. 

When I came to St. Louis,” La- 
mar said, “I got work as a brick- 
layer on the Statler Hotel, which 
was being built then. I used to 
take my laundry to a branch of- 
fice at Fourteenth and Chestnut 
streets, and that’s where I met my 
wife. She worked there. 

We were married soon after we 
met and we have een very happy. 
Sometimes I made as much as $77 
a week, and we had a home on 
North Market street, about $2000 
worth of furniture, and a yard full 
of chickens. 

Met Kentucky Turnkey. 

“Then a few years ago, when I 
was working on the Melbourne Ho- 
tel addition, a man came up and 
tapped me on the shoulder. I 


nearly fainted when I saw he was 
the man who used to be turnkey 
at the Jefferson County Jail in 
Kentucky. 

Hello there, Jesse Clark,’ he 
said. Tau're mistaken, my friend,’ 
I told him, ‘my name is Lamar.’ 
But he shook his head and said, 
‘No, Jesse, I know you, and I knew 
your mother before she lost her 
mind worrying about you and 
died.“ That was the first I had 
heard about my mother. 

“IT saw it was no use, so I told 
him about .myself, and pleaded 
with him not to turn me up. He 


| didn’t, but the next Saturday he 


was back, and he said he needed 
$50. He threatened to tell on me 
if I didn't give it to him, so I gave 
him $25. It went on like that for 
a year and a half. Every once in 
a while he'd come to me and I'd 
have to give him a dollar or five 
dollars or more. 


Tormentor Found Dead. 


“About four months ago he 
stopped bothering me, and I found 
out why when I saw a piece in the 
papers. He had been found dead 
in a cheap hotel. 

“But all the while he was pes- 
tering me it was preying on my 
mind, and I fell to taking a few 
drinks now and then. I would get 
a few drinks in me and then would 
tell my wife there was something 
very serious I wanted her to know. 
She'd laugh at me and tell me I'd 
just been drinking again. 

“Work was slack and we had to 
sell most of the furniture. got 
along all right for a while when my 
wife got $500 insurance money be- 
cause of an accident she had, but 
finally we had to give up our 
home and we went to live with her 
mother. 

“T was drinking a little the other 
day, when I got into this trouble, 
I never meant to take that auto- 
mobile, I just slapped at it as I 
went by.” 

The policeman who arrested 
Lamar substantiated that version 
of what had heppened. Because he 
had been drinking he was arrested, 
and the tampering charge brought 
against him. Probably nothing 
would have come of it had not his 
fingerprints been sent to Washing- 
ton. 

Kentucky authorities have been 
notified of the arrest of their 
prisoner, and he is held at Police 
Headquarters until word is re- 
ceived of what is to be done with 
him.

A EVANGELINE ADAMS,

Declared in Book She Predicted 
Death of Edward VII and 
Windsor Hotel Fire.

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—Evange- 
line Adams, noted astrologer, is 
dead—and her followers say that 
she was accurate to the end—that 
she predicted her own death. 
George E. Jordan Jr., her hus- 
band, whom she married after a 
horoscope romance, declared after 
her death at the age of 60 yester- 
day that she nad foreseen her fate. 
She was, he said, in a “period of 
adverse aspects and conditions 
over which she had to use the most 
extreme diplomacy to avoid the re- 
sult which she hoped to avoid.“ 
This result, he explained, was heart 
disease, with which she was strick- 
en fatally Saturday. 

In a book, “The Bowl of Heaven,” 
Miss Adams declared she had pre- 
dicted many important events, in- 
cluding the death of King Edward. 
VII of England and the Windsor

MOSES SAYS HE WAS BEATEN 
BY “*CONCERTED TREACHERY” 


Senator Declares He Will Be Very 
Active in New Hampshire Pol- 
itics in Near Future.

CONCORD, N. H., Nov. 11.— 
United States Senator George H. 
Moses, defeated for re-election 
Tuesday, intends to take an active 
part in the New Hampshire politics 
of the future.

Italian Surgeon’s Death Recalls 


Family Murder Mystery.

BOLOGNA, Italy, Nov. 11.—Dr. 
Augusto Murri, once regarded as 
Italy's greatest surgeon, died today 
at the age of 91 of apoplexy.

ance, however. 

Wreaths for Riot Victims. _ 

Half a dozen who described 
themselves as members of the bo- 
nus army, led by some of the blue 
uniformed members of the drum 
and bugle corps of the local Vic- 
tory Post of the American Legion, 
placed wreaths on the graves of 
William J. Hushka and Eric Carl- 
son, victims of the rioting during 
the bonus marchers’ eviction, while 
Hurley was speaking. Members of 
the Victory Post declined to enter 
the amphitheater to hear the Sec- 
retary of War's address and joined 
in the tributes to the dead bonus 
marchers instead. 

Raymond A. Zurke, past com- 
mander of Victory Post and presi- 
dent of the drum and bugle corps, 
in leading the march from the am- 
phitheater to the graves of Hushka 
and Carlson, said: 

“We had no intention of going 
in the amphitheater and causing a 
disturbance by waiking out in the 
midst of the Secretary’s address, as 
it had been reported we would do. 
We merely stayed away because we 
didn’t want to hear him.”

Legion Commander Speaks. 
Louis A. Johnson, Legion co 
mander, spoke on the progra

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—Franklin 

D. Roosevelt stood in the White 


House study when he was 5 years 
old and heard President Cleveland 
say: “I’m ing a strange wish 
for you, litle man. I hope you 
will never be President of the 
United States.” 

That was President- elect Roose- 
velt’s first experience in the White 
House and he still remembers it. 
At the time, however, the incident 
had little meannig to the boy: he 
could not comprehend the anxieties 
that inspired Grover Cleveland's 
words, nor could he perceive the 
unremitting toil that lay behind the 
weariness in Cleveland’s eyes as he 
stroked the boy’s blond head. 

The country, then as now, was in 
the stress of economic adversity 
and Cleveland was tired, mentally 
and physically. 

The boy, who has grown up to 
become the thirty-second President 
of the United States, stood quietly 
in his sailor suit, blue eyes turned 
upon the President’s haggard face, 
and said nothing. Soon his father, 
who was a close friend of Cleve- 
land’s and who had taken young 
Franklin with him on a visit to the 
nation’s capital, took up the thread 
of the conversation and the episode 
fades from Franklin’s memory. 

Two Careers Similar. 

Now, almost half a centufy later, 
students of history see a curious 
similitude between the careers of 
Roosevelt and Cleveland. They 
point to. two factors: economic 
prostration and the pre-campaign 
antics of Tammany Hall. As Tam- 
many opposed Roosevelt at the Chi- 
cago convention of 1932, so, too, 
did Tammany oppose Cleveland at 
the Chicago convention of 1884. 

The story of Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt's life begins on Jan. 30, 
1882, in the ancestral home — 
Hyde Park, near Poughkeepsie, N.

Criticism of a Lippmann Article. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T is delightful to read Walter Lipp- 
3 articles when he deals with 
political and social problems; in these 
fields he seems to be one of our best 
critics. But when he attempts to deal 
with problems of money and panking, he 
is entirely out of his sphere of compet- 
ence and, consequently, his observation 
and conclusions are of doubtful value. 

In his article on “Senator Borah and 
Currency Inflation,“ which appeared in 
a recent issue of this paper, Mr. Lipp- 
mann makes assertions which are simply 
wrong in the light of banking théory and 
practice. Thus, for instance, his asser- 
tion that “a serious attempt to inflate 
the currency would aggravate violently 
the deflation of prices” is absolutely ab- 
surd in the light of the quantity theory 
of money and the past history of mon- 
etary inflation in this country and 
abroad. Equally absurd is his notion that 
“an inflation of currency would make 
the burden of debtors, of farmers and 
producers of all kinds, worse than it is 
today.” In reality, it is the debtor class 
of the population, and not the creditor 
class, which gains when monetary infla- 
tion takes place. The greenback and 
the silver movements have in the past 
been strongly advocated by the Western 
farmers who were burdened with large 
debts. 

Equally fallacious is his assertion that 
a bank can expand its loans in the ra- 


tio of 10 to 1 on the basis of the deposit 


of the Federal Reserve Bank. If this 
were the case, the bank’s own legal re- 
gerves would be endangered, due to a 
large overflow of cash to other banks, 
and in isolated rural regions it would 
endanger the solvency of the bank. Mr. 
Lippmann also seems to think that a 
national or a state bank can use Federal 
Reserve notes as a reserve for a manifold 
loan expansion, This again is wrong. Of 
course, sOme state banks attempt to do 
this very thing, but it is not a sound 
banking practice. The banking laws in 
several states prohibit state banks from 

F Federal Reserve notes as reserves. 

“Tippmann le wrong when he 
thinks that at the present time the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks, which are holding, 
according to his estimate, over $400,- 
000,000 on deposit above their legal re- 
quirements, can make a loan expansion 
to the colossal amount of four Dillion 
dollars. Here again Mr. Lippmann’s 
knowledge fails miserably. The truth of 
the matter is that, if the legal reserve 
requirements of 40 per cent for the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks is adhered to, they 
can only lend one billion dollars to their 
member banks.. Mr. Lippmann’s article 
implies that prices will begin to recover 
when the Federal Reserve banks begin 
to expand their loans to member banks. 
This, of course, is true. But the amount 
of Federal Reserve notes and the amount 
of checks cannot increase unless the 
volume of business also increases. The 
quantity of what Mr. Lippman calls 
„bank money“ fluctuates pari-passu with 
the volume of trade. An arbitrary in- 
crease of such “‘money” will not increase 
the volume of trade any more than an 
increase in the number of railroad cars 
would increase the supply of goods to 
be transported. 

Since the masses ef the people have 
been impoverished and the world mar- 
kets disorganized by high protective tar- 
iffs, there is no hope that the inflation 
of prices and the profit motive will be 
sufficient to pull us out of the present 
economic doldrums, Business will have 
to be resumed at the present price levels 
and the people put to work, wages in- 
creased and profits sacrificed, with the 
hope that a better and a. more stable 
economic order will gradually be evolved 
out of the present chaos.

It is reported from Washington that the economic 
condition and the complete political collapse of pro 
hibition have made the beer bill a practical certain- 
ty in the short session. Some of the sanguine sup 
porters of the idea go 80 far as to say that the re- 
action of Congress to the recent elections will be so 
pronounced that a beer bill can be passed over the 
President's veto. Mr. Garner said in the campaign 
that he expected such a bill to be passed during the 
short session. Both Senator Robinson, Democratic 
leader in the Senate, and Senator Harrison, the Dem- 
ocratic whip in the Senate, assert that a beer bill 
will pass in the short session. They do not believe 
anything can stop it. 

The politicians have only waited for the people 
to turn their backs upon prohibition. In the words of 
one Congressman, who has consistently supported pro- 
hibition, the politicians want to get rid of the issue. 

They want to get it out of politics, and they will go 
to almost any length to do so. The Democratic stand 

for repeal of the eighteenth amendment at the Chi- 

cago convention sounded the doom of prohibition. The 

elections have only confirmed its doom. Even suppos- | 
ably dry states, in addition to going Democratic, 

either voted out their state dry laws Tuesday or de- 

clared for repeal of the eighteenth amendment. 

It was said at Washington that only a bill authoriz- 

ing beer Gan keep another tax bill from coming before 

the short session of Congress. The Federal budget 

has not been balanced. Its deficit is growing. The 

opposition to taxes in almost any form is aggressive. 

Only the expected revenues from beer cheer the pros- 

pect, which explains the attitude of congressional 

leaders, even those Southern Democratic leaders who 

have hitherto supported prohibition. The jig is 

up, and they want to drag the fallen cause off the 
field with all possible expedition. 

We are afraid there is danger in this hot advocacy 

of a beer bill while repeal of the eighteenth amend- 

ment flaps in the wind. We have always thought, and 

we think now, that the eighteenth amendment should 

first be repealed. If the short session of Congress 

can pass a beer bill, it can pass a resolution which 

will enable the states to vote on repeal of the amend- 

ment. If it is true that party lines have practically 

disappeared at Washington in the feverish desire to 
get rid of prohibition and two-thirds of the members 

of the present Congress would vote to pass a beer 

bill over the President’s veto, it is possible to muster 

a two-thirds vote, or the same vote, to pass a repeal 

resolution. 

We are in complete sympathy with the economic 
argument for beer and wine. We never believed that 
the country should be deprived of these revenues, and 
we will welcome the day when they are restored. 
Nevertheless, to move except in the spirit of the 
eighteenth amendment is dangerous. The country 
can repeal the eighteenth amendment within the next 
year. It is neither a laborious nor a tedious pro- 
cedure. Forty-one state legislatures meet next Jan- 
uary. Two others meet next summer. They can all 
initiate the machinery of repeal by calling state con- 
ventions upon the initiative of Congress, but they 
cannot do so unless Congress first passes the neces 
sary resolution, 

That is the plain and pressing duty of Congress’ 
It doubtless is true, as advocates of the beer bil 
claim, that there is no more dry sentiment left in the 
country that can be rallied upon any score. The pas- 
sage of a beer bill may not cause a reversal anywhere 
of the nation-wide demand for repeal. 

But it would be nullification, and the country 


should be above nullification. There is a better way!

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A MASSACRE IN. THE CITY OF PEACE.

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THE GOVERNORSHIPS. 

How the Democratic trend of Tuesday's elections 
covered state politics as well as national offices may 
be judged by the outcome of governorship races in 
34 states.

Laborite, Olsen of Minnesota, succeeded himself. To 


the roll of Democratic Governors must be added 


Brann of Maine, elected in his State’s party upset in 
September. Eleven of the new Democratic Governors 
displaced Republicans, Re-elected axecutives include 
three Republicans and four Dem ts. Kansas af- 
fords the season’s anomaly with a Republican, Lan- 
don, defeating the Democratit incumbent, Woodring, 
while the State went Democratic for both United 
States Senator and President. Notable in the Kan-

„The final compilation of election 
returns by the Associated Press in 
advance pf the official check which 
began in the counties today, showed 
that with only 167 precincts unre- 
ported of the 4233 in the state, 
Roosevelt held a lead of 453,727, 
The unofficial returns from 4066 
precincts gave Roosevelt 998,558 
and Hoover, 545,331. Roosevelt's 
complete vote will exceed 1,000,000. 

Bennett C. Clar:. defeated Henry 
Kiel for United States Senator by a 
plurality, which on unofficial re- 
turns from all except 184 precincts, 
was 416,360. Clark’s vote stood at 
982,469 and Kiel’s at 566,109. 

Judge Guy B. Park for Governor 
on unofficial returns from all ex- 
cept 219 precincts was leading 
Lieutenant-Governor Winter by 
326,683. Park's vote was 934,952 
and Winter's 608,269. 

While no definite figures were 
availablé as to the size of the total 
vote cast, since the Socialist vote 
was not tabulrted i: the unofficial 
count, it is thought the total was 
at least 1.875.000, or approximately 
125,000 more than in 1928. 

The Democrats have been as- 
sured in the late tabulations of 27 
seats in the State Senate to 7 for 
the Republicans, and of at least 125 
of the 150 seats in the House of 
Representatives.

Haskell’s line is big enough—in 
fact, a bit heavier than the 
starting lineup the Billikens will 
use.

This 
is about the heaviest backfield com- 
bination Walsh has and the four 
will outweigh the Indian backfield 
quartet 145 pounds, or 36 pounds 
a man. In team-averages, the Bil- 
likens will have a 10-pound-a-man 
margin in weight. 

Rely on Tricky Offense. 

However, Indian teams never 
have depended upon weight, rely- 
ing, rather, on tricky offense-forms 
designed to open up the defense of 
the opposition so that fast backs 
can get away for long runs. It is 
so with the 1932 Haskell eleven. 
They have in Bob Holmes a great 
runner—once the field is open. 
Holmes weighs only 140 pounds 
and, obviously, is of little use in 
line plays. But, give him a hole to 
go through and he’s generally “off 
for the races” with speed enough 
to outrun the opposing defense 
men. On Holmes, the Indians de- 
pend for their scoring. In an early 
game, he fan back a Kick-off for a 
touchdown and, against Temple 
University, a week ago, he made 
50 and 70 yard runs for scores 
which enabled the Indians to make 
their best showing of the season 
and achieve a 14-14 tie against the 
Easterners. 

Considerable attention has been 
given by the Billikens in practice 
periods to a defense against the 
plays in which Holmes figures as 
the ballcarrier. These include wide 
end runs, forward and lateral 
passes. Coach Walsh believes he 
has worked out defensive forma- 
tions for any tricks the Indians may 
spring and figures that with his big 
backs he can gain pretty consist- 
ently through the Indian line. 

Have Lost Two Straight. 

The result of this game will be 
more important in showing the 
present morale of the Billikens 
after two successive and at least 
one unexpected defeat. The hardest 
part of the St. Louis season is be- 
fore the Billikens with games 
scheduled with the Bears of Wash- 
ington on Thanksgiving day and 
with the fast-improving Missouri 
Tigers on Dec. 8. 4 victory over 
Haskell and triumphs over the 
Bears and Tigers would give the 
Billikens five victories against two 
defeats for the campaign and that, 
of course, would be considered sat- 
isfactory. 

Coaches and players of the St. 
Louis team know that the Wash- 
ington and Missouri games will be 
in the “very tough” category and 
they welcome tonight’s game as a 
“breather.” That is, they will wel- 
come it if it turns out that way. 

A defeat tonight would be a 
shocking blow, but neither coaches 
nor players aré expecting any such 
eventuality.

Choice Is Wide and Giblet, 
Oyster, Macaroni and 
Onion Are Given. 


With the promise of a bountiful 
supply of turkeys at prices lower 
than last year, prospects are bright 


for Thanksgiving. Chickens also 
will be lower than for last year's 
feast, so families who do not feel 
turkey is within possibilities, may 
have that. 5 

It's not too early to plan the 
menu, and perhaps you will like 
to try a change from the usual 
stuffing. Here are a few to choose 


from. 
Macaroni Stuffing. 

Cook one package of macaroni 
in four quarts of water to which 
one tablespoon of salt has been 
added. The water is drained off 
whén the macaroni is tender. To 
the macaroni one beaten egg, one- 
fourth cup of melted butter, one 
tablespoon of paprika, two tea- 
spoons of salt, two teaspoons of 
poultry seasoning one-half cup of 
cream and one cup of chopped cel- 
ery are added. Minced onion may 
be used too. This makes approxi- 
mately one quart of dressing, and 
while the stuffing is placed loosely 
in a bird, the recipe will need to 
be doubled for a very large turkey. 

Onion Stuffing. 

Parboil one cup of finely 
chopped onion 10 minutes in boil- 
ing water, add two teaspoons poul- 
try seasoning and cook two min- 
utes more. Combine three cups of 
bread crumbs (day old bread), one 
beaten egg, half a cup melted but- 
ter, three-fourth teaspoon salt, 
dash of pepper. Add onion and 
mix well. 

Oyster Stuffing. 

Four cups soft bread crumbs. 

One-half teaspoon sage. 

One-quarter teaspoon thyme. 

One-eighth teaspoon nutmeg. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Dash of black pepper. 

One-half teaspoon scraped onion. 

One egg, slightly beaten. 

One-half cup melted butter. - 

Two cups oysters, cut in small 
pieces. 

Use day-old bread. Combine 
bread crumbs, sage, thyme, nut- 
meg, salt, pepper and onion. Add 
egg. butter and oysters and toss 
together lightly with fork until 
thoroughly mixed. 

Giblet Stuffing. 

Nine cups toasted bread crumbs. 

One-half cup water or milk. 

One-half cup melted fat. 

Three teaspoonfuls salt. 

One-half teaspoonful pepper. 

One-half teaspoon sage. 

Three medium onions, chopped 
Fine. 

Two cup diced celery. 

Giblets—cooked—grboéund. 

Put giblets in small pan with 
just enough water to cover. Cook 
until tender, grind through a food 
chopper and combine with the stuf- 
fing ingredients. 

Pour water over bread and let 
stand a few minutes. Add fat, sea- 
soning, onion, celery and ground 
up gibletg to bread crumbs. Mix 
thoroughly. 


Ginger Pudding. 

Grease a baking dish and place 
some stale buttered bread in bot- 
tom ot it. On top, put a thin layer 
of very finely chopped preserved 
ginger. Make a custard of 2 eggs. 
1 tablespoon sugar and 2 cups 
milk. Poul into baking dish and 
bake in a moderate oven until set. 


PEGAN PAE AND OTHER 
GOD NUT DELIACES 


New Crop Just in. Pastry, 
Candy and Cookie Sug- 
gested. 


The new crop of pecans is in this 
week and many ways of using them 
will be found. Added to fruit sal- 
ads, either halved or powdered, 18 
one suggestion. 

Then there is pecan pie which is 
one of the most luscious of all des- 
serts, pecan brownies so good for 
teas, and pecan crisp, a sweet 
popular with youngsters and 


adults. 
| Brownies. 

Chop coarsely enough pecan 
meats to make one cupful. Melt 
two squares unsweetened chocolate 
over hot water, add,one-fourth cup 
buttér, and when the butter is 
melted remove from the fire and 
cool until lukewarm. Add one-half 
cup sugar, two eggs, one at a time. 
and beat each one in before adding 
the next, one-half cup bran, one- 
half cup flour and one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt. When mixed stir in the 
nuts and pour into a shallow 
greased pan to the depth of about 
three-fourth inch. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven for 25 to 30 minutes. 
Let-stand until partly cold before 
cutting. Cut in squares or ob- 
longs and remove from the pans 
when cold. 

be Pecan Pie. 

Line a medium-sized pie pan 
with plain pastry rolled a scant 
eighth-inch thick. Beat two egg 
yolks until light. When thorough- 
ly blended add the eggs and beat 
to a smooth cream. Stir in one and 
one-half cups milk, one-half cup 
graham cracker crumbs madc by 
rolling the crackers, one teaspoon 
grated lemon rind and one cup 
chopped shelled pecans. Fold in 
the stiffly beaten whites of two 
eggs and pour into the pliecrust. 
Bake in a moderate oven for 45 to 
60 minutes. Serve cold with 
whipped cream or plain. 

Pecan Crisp Candy. 

Chop coarsely three cups pecans 
and spread on the bottom of a 
large, shallov’, well-buttered pan. 
Mix two cups brown sugar with 
one-fourth cup white corn syrup, 
two tablespoons butter, a few 
grains salt and one-half cup water. 
Stir over a slow fire until sugar is 
dissolved, then boil with very oc- 
easional stirring until mixture 
cracks when a little of it is dropped 
in cold water, or until it reaches 


290 degrees on the candy ther- 


mometer. Remove at once from 
the fire and pour in a thin stream 
all over the nuts. Let stand until 
cold and then break in irregular 
shaped pieces. 


GERMAN CABBAGE 


One medium-sized cabbage. 

One pound beef. 

One slice bacon or salt pork. 

One onion. 

One-half cup bread crumbs. 

One-half cup milk. 

One egg. 

One green’ pepper. 

Select solid cabbage, not too 
large, remove outside leaves, cut 
out stalk end, leaving a hollow 
shell. Chop uncooked beef, with 
bacon and onion. Add crumbs 
soaked in milk, beaten egg, salt 
and pepper. Shape mixture into 
balls or cakes, arrange in cabbage. 
Arrange strips of sweet pepper on 
top of cabbage, tie in cheese-cloth, 
then steam or boil until tender.

Chocolate and Gingetitead for 
Sunday Night and Bacon 
for Breakfast. 


Waffles are onesof the things 
that can be served for breakfast 
in a plain recipe, appear at lunch- 
eon another day in fancy form or 
form the principal offering foo an 
informal supper Sunday night, or 
after the show refreshments. 

It’s all in the flavoring, and here 
are a few recipes to illustrate the 
variety. 

Plain Waffles. 

Two cups flour. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Three eggs. 

One and one-third cups milk. 

Three tablespoons melted butter. 

Mix dry ingredients, add well- 
beaten yolks of eggs and milk, but- 
ter and stiffly beaten egg whites. 
Beat well. For very rich cakes use 
light cream instead of milk. Cook 
on hot waffle iron, and serve with 
butter and syrup. 


Variations. 

Add half a cup of ground or 
powdered nuts and one tablespoon 
to batter just before pouring on 
griddle for nut waffles. Add half 
a cup of chopped bacon, partially 
cooked before chopping, to batter 
for another flavor. — 

Sour Milk Waffles. 

Two eggs. 

One cup sour milk. 

Three tablespoons butter. 

One level teaspoon soda. 

One cup flour. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

Sift flour, add baking powder, 
soda and salt so that all your dry 
ingredients are together. Beat the 
whites and yolks of eggs separate- 
ly. Add sour milk or cream to 
beaten yolks of egg, next melted. 
butter and finally dry ingredients. 
Last of all, fold in the whites of 
the eggs stiffly beaten. 

Chocolate Waffles. 

Two cups flour. . 

Six teaspoons baking powder. 

One teaspoon salt. a 

One-half cup cocoa. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One and one-half cups milk. 

Two eggs. 

One-fourth teaspoonful vanilla. 

One-third cup melted shorten- 
ing. 

Sift dry ingredients. Add to well 
beaten egg yolks the milk, then 
sifted mixture. Fold in egg whites 
stiffly beaten, and add shortening 
last serve with whipped cream. 

Gingerbread Waffles, 

Sift well together two cups flour, 
one and one-half teaspoons ginger, 
one-half teaspoon cinnamon and 
one-half teaspoon salt. Next> beat 
to boiling point, but do not boil, 
one cup molasses and one-third 
cup butter. Remove from stove 
and beat in one and one-half tea- 
spoons soda. Add one-half cup sour 
milk, one beaten egg, then sifted 
dry ingredients. Bake in waffle 
iron, not too hot, watching care- 
fully. Serve with sweetened 
whipped cream. 


CREAMED SOUPS WHEN LUNCH 
MENUS NEED BOOSTING 


Celery Soup. 

3 cups celery, cut in inch pieces 

2 cups boiling water 

% teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons flour 

2 tablespoons fat 

2 cups milk 

% teaspoon pepper 

Wash and scrape celery and cut 
into inch pieces; add water and 
cook until very soft and tender; 
rub through sieve. Heat milk in 
double boiler, and add milk to cel- 
ery. Melt fat, add flour and sea- 
soning and mix with soup. 

Potato Soup. 

4 medium-sized potatoes 

% medium-sized onion 

2 tablespoons fat 

1 quart of milk 

2 tablespoons flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

% teaspoon pepper 

Pare potatoes very thin and cook 
in enough water to cover until 
soft: Drain off water and save. 
Rub potatoes through a sieve. Heat 
milk, onion and potato water 
(about 1 cup) in double boiler.-Re- 
move onion and add to potatoes. 
Melt fat, mix with flour. Stir into 
hot soup. Season and serve hot. 
Two tablespoons of finely chopped 
parsley added just before serving 
adds greatly to the attractiveness 
of the soup. 


APRICOT COBBLER 


Beat one egg, add one cup sugar 
and beat again. Sift together one 
cup flour, one teaspoon baking 
powder and one-half teaspoon salt: 
Add Alternately to egg mixture 
with one-fourth cup milk. 

Last add two tablespoons melted 
butter and one-half teaspoon va- 
nilla, Put two cups of cooked and 
drained apricots in buttered baking 
dish and pour batter over them. 
Bake in moderate oven about half 
an hour. Serve with cream. 


Cracker Aid. 


When you haven't quite enough 


left-over meat or vegetables to 
serve for another meal, use crack- 
ers as an extender. Grind crack- 
ers, put alternate layers of crack- 


ers and chopped meat or vegeta-/ 


ble. Moisten with milk or meat 
stock and bake. 


Baked Onions. 

Wash good-sized white onions: 
place unpeeled in a baking dish 
with just enough water to keep 
from burning. Cover and cook 
slowly till tender—about one hour. 
Remove the outer skin before serv- 


ing. Season with butter, salt andi 


pepper.

“Can oyster soup be thickened 
and highly seasoned, and how does 
{t differ from the ordinary stew?” 
is one of the questions of the week. 
In a soup like that given below, 
the oysters are cooked longer and 
then discarded, as the flavor is 
strong enough and they are not 
needed. Then, long cooking makes 
oysters tough and indigestible.

Oyster Soup. 


1 quart oysters 

4 cups milk 

1 slice onion 

2 stalks celery 

1 blade mace 

Sprig of parsley 

Bit of bay leaf 

1-3 cup butter 

1-3 cup flour 

Salt and pepper. 

Pick over oysters, removing bits 
ot shell. Reserve liquor, add oysters 
slightly chopped, heat slowly to 
boiling point and simmer 20 min- 
utes. Strain, discard oysters, re- 
heat liquor and thicken with but- 
ter and flour cooked together. 
Scald milk with onion, celery, 
mace, parsley and bay leaf; remove 
seasonings and add to oyster 
liquor. Season with salt and pep- 
per. 

Oyster Stew. 

Pick over one quart of oysters 
to remove any bits of shell. Put the 
oysters with their juice, three ta- 
blespoons butter, one teaspoon cel- 
ery salt and one-half teaspoon 
paprika in a saucepan and heat 
slowly until the oysters curl on, the 
edges. Meanwhile scald three 
cups milk and one cup thin cream 
or undiluted evaporated milk with 
one teaspoon salt and two tablile- 
spoons butter. When the oysters 
are done, combine the mixtures, 
add one-half cup crushed oyster 
crackers cr soda crackers and 
serve at once. 


STUFFED EGG PLANT 


One egg plant, 1 cup bread 
crumbs, two tablespoons butter. 
one small onion, two large or four 
one-fourth tea 
spoon pepper, one teaspoon salt, 
two tablespoons chili sauce, one 
egg. 

Cook egg plant whole in enough 
boiling salted water to cover for 15 
minutes. Remove from water, cool, 
and cut a thick slice from the top. 
Remove pulp with a spoon, taking 
care not to cut too close to the 
skin. Chop pulp and mix with 
bread crumbs. Melt butter, add 
onions and cook over low fire un- 
til they begin to color slightly. Add 
tomatoes sliced, cook until soft. 
add seasoning, chili sauce, egg plant 
and bread crumbs and cook for five 
minues longer. Remove from fire 
and add well-beaten egg. Put mix- 
ture in egg plant shell, replace top 
and bake in hot oven for 25 min-

ture Their yellow color is a sign 
of the latter; for yellow-fleshed 
vegetables contribute a food sub- 
stance not too plentiful when a 
diet is Umited in cost. That valu- 
able substance is vitamin A, the 
vitamin that helps to build re- 
sistance to infections, to maintain 
vitality and to stimulate growth.

Many Varieties of Squash. 
Only a botanist could keep track 
of the varieties of squash. They 
mix very readily and are literally 
of all sizes, shapes and shades of 
green, yellow, white and even red 
‘on the outside, with flesh of dif- 
ferent shades from deep yellow to 
pale yellow or greenish white. They 
may be oval, round, cylindrical, 
gourd-shape with straight or 
crooked neck; as small as an apple 
or as big as a watermelon. Not 
even the autumn leaves are more 
gorgeous than à pile of squashes 
and pumpkins in a roadside mar- 
ket in October. 
Of the squashes on the market, 
the Hubbard is probably the best 
known. There are, however, three 
varieties of Hubbard squash, the 
warted, the green and the golden. 
Only the yellow squashes are used 
for canning, because green in the 
rind discolors the product. 

Pumpkin pie is doubtless the 
most popular pumpkin dish, but 
pumpkin, like squash, may be 
baked or mashed and served as a 
vegetable. For mashed squash or 
pumpkin, steam the pieces if pos- 
sible, says the Bureau of Home 
Economics, in preference to boil- 
ing. This takes a little longer— 
40 to 50 minutes if the flesh is 
hard—but the flavor is much bdet- 
ter than when cooked in water. 
Pare before or after steaming, and 
when tender mash and season with} 
butter, salt and pepper, adding a 
very little sugar if necessary to 
bring out the sweetness. 

Baked pumpkin or squash on the 
shell, pumpkin cornbread, squash 
rolls or biscuit,.and pumpkin cus- 
tard are other possibilities besides 
pumpkin pie and squash pie. 
Some of the small squashes are at- 
tractively served cut in half and 
baked, one half being just right 
for a portion. Pumpkin can be 
cooked and stored in a covered 
crock in a cold place for weeks. 
‘Baked Squash or Pumpkin. 
Wash squash or pumpkin, cut 
into pieces the size for individual 
servings, and remove seeds and 
stringy portion but leave rind op. 
Put rind side down in a baking 
pan, season with salt, pepper and 
butter or other,fat, cover, and bake 
in a moderate oven for about an 
hour, or until tender. Toward the 
last remove the cover and let the 
squash or pumpkin brown slightly 
on top. Serve hot. 

Pumpkin Castard. 
One pint mashed pumpkin, 
cooked or canned 
Two eggs 
One-half cup milk 
One teaspoon salt 
One-eighth teaspoon pepper 
One-eighth teaspoon cinnamon 
One-eighth teaspoon mace. 
Beat the eggs slightly and add 
the pumpkin and other ingredi- 
ents. Pour into a greased baking 
dish, set in a pan of hot water 
and bake in a moderate oven (350 
degrees Fahrenheit) for about an 
hour, or until set in the center. 
Or bake in individual custard cups 
for a shorter time. 

To vary the flavor, omit the ein- 
namon and mace, and sprinkle the 
top of the custard with grated 
cheese before baking.

A hearing demanded by 27 cred- 
Mors of the defunct stock broker- 
age firm of Mark C. Steinberg & 
Co., who have declined to accept 
an offer in composition proposed 
by Steinberg, was resumed today 
before Referee in Bankruptcy 
Coles, acting as special master at 
the direction of Federal Judge 


Faris. 
The first of several witnesses to 


be called yesterday for examina- 
tion Edward W. Tobin and 
other attorneys representing the 
dissenting creditors, was Arnold J. 
Hoffmann, auditor employed by the 
former State recelvers of the firm, 
to ascertain the financial condition: 
of the brokerage company. 

Hoffman testified that a liqui- 
dating balance sheet, prepared for 
the receivers on Oct. 5, indicated 
that total liabilities of the com- 
pany exceeded realizable assets on 
that date by $363,842. 
ties he estimated at $1,104,449; the 
assets at $740,587. 

He explained that one “asset” of 
the company, accounts receivable 
amounting to $717,158, is actually 
expected to yield creditors about 
$15,000 because of inability to col- 
lect the accounts. “Customers ac- 
tually owe the firm over $1,000,000 
in money,” Hoffmann added, ex- 
plaining that this figure was bal- 


anced in part by the, claims of 


The habill- 


some of the customers. 


Tobin questioned Hoffman close- 
ly on the records of the firm show- 
ing transactions in the account of 
the Floretta Investment Co., con- 
trolled by the Steinberg “mily, the 
account of Mrs. Mark C. Steinberg 
and a transaction whereby the firm 
pledged certain securities to trustees 
flor the Steinberg children on ac- 
count of an indebtedness to the 
firm of $99,000. 

The estimated value of the stocks 
and bonds turned over to the trus- 
tees for this loan, Hoffman testi- 
fied, was $286,185 last April 28. 
Steinberg has testified in Federal 
Court, that in 1931 he borrowed the 
$99,000 on his children’s insurance 
trust, to obtain money to aid his 
firm, using for security stocks and 
bonds with little realizable value, 
characterized as “cats and dogs.” 

Hoffmann testified that a stock 
exchange seat Steinberg insists be- 
longs personally to him and which

A new policy has been adopted 
by the Board of Education with 
reference to benefit taxes billed 
against it by the city in the con- 
demnation of property for street 
widenings and other public im- 
provements.

Schqol officials assert that only 
comparatively small damages have 
been allowed the board where the 
city has taken its property.

Exception is made in the state- 
ment of policy, of pending condem- 
nation cases which have gone so 
far that the procedure would be 
upset and delayed should the board 
apply its new policy to them. The 
statement, which was submitted to 
the board last Tuesday by its Fi- 
nance Committee, notified the city 
that it should consult tne board 
about possible dedication of school 


It is the board's attitude that its 
funds should not be diverted to pay 


‘|benefit taxes where improvements 


do not adjoin its property. It also 
questions whether it benefits in 
such cases. 

Total benefit bills against the 
board since July 1. 1925, were 
$139,175, but refunds of $25,866 
were made in connection with the 
establishment of two playgrounds, 
in which the city decided surround- 
ing property was not benefited. The 
largest annual bills against the 
board were $53,717 in the fiscal 
year of 1928-29, $47,128 in 1930-31 
and $17,789 in 1931-32. Since last 
July 1 bills have been only 3108. 

Special taxes for street and alley 
paving, sewer construction and oth- 
er public works which the board 
bas paid since July 1, 1925 have 
amounted to $403,623. The board 
is not*objecting to this class of 
bills.

Tuberculosis Prevention. 

EMARKABLE progress has 
R made since the beginning 

of the present century in the 
reduction of deaths from tubercu- 
logis. 

Nevertheless, tuberculosis still 
remaing the outstanding cause of 
disability and death in the age 
group of from 26 to 45. 

Tuberculosis is a disease which 
particularily hé@rasses the young 
male adult. It is a disease which, 
twhen striking at the father of a 
family, strikes algo at all his de- 
pendents, — 

Knowing that the earlier treat- 
ment is instituted the better are 
the chances for recovery, we have 
concentrated much of our past 
effort on discovering the tubercu- 
lous sick when they were still in 
the early stages of their disease. 


Bxperience, however, has shown 
that it is extremely difficult to dis- 
cover the case when it is still in 
its primary stage, Too many suf- 
ferers are prone to delay seeking 
medical advice until their condi- 
tion is advanced beyond the eatjy 
stages. 

We have, therefore, planned for 
new methode of attack on the 
disease. The newer plan calls for 
the discovery of infection before it 
progresses to active digease, This 
necessitates that we concentrate 
our efforts on the very young. 

By digeovering the infected child 


and by safeguarding him, ‘first, 


against his succumbing to his al- 
ready acquired infection, we may 
be enabled more effectively to cem- 
bat tuberculosis. 

The studies to determine the 
prevalence of tuberculosis infec- 
tien which are now being conduct- 
ed concern all parents and merit 
their support. The average person 
does not yet fully appreciate how 
widespread tuyberculesis infection 


is. 

‘The fact that there has been no 
known cage of tuberculosis in a 
family does not guarantee the 

oung of that family against infec- 
on. 

In some of our communities it 
has been revealed that as much as 
80 per gent of our 16-year-old pop- 
ulation gives evidence of having 
been infected with tubercle bacilli.

Rebid your 
second suit, thereby telling your 
partner that both of your suits con- 
tain at least five cards and that 
you are now bidding for safety and 
not for a slam. This positively de- 
nies any high honor in either cif 
suit, and infers that tricks can be 
lost in at least one of the suits 
you have bid. Now the onus of 
responsibility is entirely on him, 
and his next bid must incorporate 
the final decision. Every slam try 
need not result in a slam bid.
